Salem. Mich., July 20.—Twenty- 


nine excursionists whose bodies have 
been recovered were killed and one 
hundred more were injured, many of 
them fatally, this morning, when a 
Pere Marquette excursion train of 
eleven coaches from Ionia, carrying 
nearly one thousand employes of the 
Pere Marquette shops 
there, 
and 


their families, was run into by a 
local freight train 
at 
Wasbburn 


crossing, about two miles east of 
here. The first three coaches in the 
long excursion train were telescoped 
and it was in the 
smoking 
car 


which headed the train 
that 
the 


greatest loss of life occurred. 


Three more cars after those which 


were telescoped were wrecked by the 
collision. 
The two trains met in a 


cut where the banks are ten feet 
high above the tracks and the cut 
was piled with wreckage from the 
rails to its top, for a distance of 
several hundred feet. 


The railroad wreckers are making 


all the speed that is possible in clear- 
ing it, but even with the assistance 
of steam cranes at each end. it will 
be twelve hours before it can defi- 
nitely be stated 
whether 
all 
the 


bodies are out. 
The passenger en- 


gine was completely wrecked and its 
crew killed, but in some miraculous 
manner the engineer and fireman of, 
the freight engine escaped with their 
lives. 
A majority of the killed were 


men who were seated in the smok- 
ing car, which was at the head of the 
train.

gical discoveries in Egypt of excep- 
tional interest have become known 
here. They consist of some new say- 
ings of Christ and of extremely an- 
cient crude manufacturers, conjectur- 
ally a hundred thousand years old. 


The sayings of Christ were found 


near the old Coptic monastery 
at 


Eofti. 
They were found by natives 


who sold them for a few pounds to an 
Arab trader. There are about, a dozen 
rolls of sixth century Greek paper. 
They include twenty-five leaves of 
apocryphal sayings of Christ in a Cop- 
tic translation of a lost Greek orig- 
inal, of which previously only thirteen 
leaves were known, twelve of them 
being in the national gallery at Paris 
and one at Berlin.

There were ei^ht hundred persons 


crowded into the eleven coaches of 
the train, many of them women and 
children, all bound I'or a holiday in 
Detroit. 
They left their homes, at 


Ionia, at G o'clock this morning. 


The wreck occurred on a perfectly 


straight, level piece of track. 
The 


heavy freight and passenger trains 
came together with enormous force 
and six of the eleven passenger cars 
wore entirely wrecked. 
When the 


iininjurc-tl persons 
recovered 
from 


the shock 
and crawled from the 


wreckage, they at once began extri- 
cating the dead, and injured. 


Messengers were rushed 
to this 


village and to Plymouth and all the 
doctors from this place and neighbor- 
ing villages were hurried to the 
scene. 


Farmers to the Rescue. 


Farmers who heard 
the crash 


came to the rescue also. 
A special 


train was made up in the yards at 
Detroit and sent to the wreck, a 
distance of forty miles, with doc- 
tors, nurses, 
surgical 
instruments 


and cots. By the time this t-ain ar- 
rived there were several scores of 
people awaiting to receive medical 
attention and over a score of bodies 
i 


had been extricated and wer-- lying 
cr; the grass beside the tracks. 


A Survivor's Story. 


Mrs. Minnie Densmore, of Ionia, a 


passenger on the wreck train, de- 
scribing the horror, said: 


"My husband and myself were in 


the sixth coach, right behind the 
first five in which the greatest loss 


'of life occurred. 
There was a ter- 


rible crash and the train came to a 
sudden stop, throwing us out of our 
seats. 
Instantly our car was filled 


with terror stricken people trying to 
fight their way out. 
No one knew 


just what had happened but every 
occupant of the car seemed to feel 
instinctively that there had been a 
tragedy and seemed to be filled with 
fear. 
Their clothes were torn and 


they inflicted severe bruises on one 
another in their mad efforts to get 
to the ground. 
That 
"was before 


they realized that our car was not 
damaged and that they were not In 
danger themselves. 
When we got 


out of the coach, we found the en- 
gine and the first five cars piled up 
bcnlde the tracks, while shrieks of 
pain and cries for mercy filled the 
air." 


Cars Wsre Filled. 


The first five cars were well filled 


with people and it is in these that 
most of the bodies were found. 


The engineer of the train from 


Ionia is L. B. Alvord, of Ionia. 
Ho 


and the fireman jumped and It is 
presumed by the passengers that 
they escaped with minor 
injuries. 


Conductor Bixley, of Ionia, is among 
the missing.

After a fev.- years here the family 


removed to Wisconsin, but remained 
there only a short time, when they 
returned to Fort Wayne. 
Here the 


father died and the sons, including 
the subject of this sketch, took up 
each for himself the building of a 
career that developed into one of 
prominence. 
All were in a large 


measure self-educated, and each of I 
them has left the impress of his fine ' 
citizenship and sterling integrity up- 
on the commercial and financial de- 
velopment of Fort Wayne. 
0£ the 


brothers, .Tared D. Bond alone sur- 
vives. 


His Career as a Banker. 


Mr. Bond's career as a banker ex- 


tended over a period of fifty-six years, 
beginning in November, 1S>!8, when as 
a boy of fourteen he was made porter 
and assistant clerk of the branch at 
Fort Wayne of the State Bank of In- 
diana. 
Recalling the incident when 


he retired from the banking business 
in December, 1904, Mr. Bond said, to 
The Sentinel: 


"I was fourteen years of age when 


Hon. 
Hugh McCulioch gave me em- 


ployment. His advice and encourage- 
ment, made me what I am. The com- 
munity in Vvhich I have lived for fifty- 
seven years can judge of that. As a 
boy and as a partner I was connected 
with Mr. McCulioch for many years. 
No one better than I knows how good 
and great a man he was. 
I treasure 


the memory of Mr. McCulioch. 
To 


him I ov:e the success of ray life, what- 
ever it has been, and I know if there 
is a heaven for good 
men, 
ho is 


there." 


The firm of Allen Hamilton & Co., 


private bankers, began business Jan- 
uary 1, T.Sfi'3. 
The 
firm 
was com- 


posed of Allen Hamilton, Hugh Mc- 
Ctilloch and Jesse L. Williams. Mr. 
Bond, who had remained 
with the 


earlier bank until this time, now took 
employment with the new firm at a 
salary of $500 for the first year and 
$1,000 for each of the two succeeding 
years. At the beginning of the fourth 
year Mr. Bond was 
admitted as a 


partner, contributing no capital but 
receiving a salary of $500 and one- 
sixth of the profits. 
Mr. Hamilton 


died in 1S64. His interest in the busi- 
ness was paid to his executor, and the 
firm reorganized with 
Hugh McCul- 


loch, Jesse L. Williams, Charles Me- 
Culiocli and S. B. Bond as partners, 
each having an equal interest. 


Was Appointed Assignee. 


The charter of the State Rank of In- 


diana provided that, its branches, when 
its charter expired, might sell their 
uncollected assets nr make an assign- 
ment, and the assignee might, have 
two years in which to close up the 
business. Some of the branches sold 
their 
nsscst, but. the 
Fort 
Wayne 


branch decided 
to make 
an assign- 


ment, and Mr. Bond was appointed 
assignee to close up its business. 


He was elected 
president 
of the 


Fort Wayne National bank in Jan- 
uary. 1R74. find continued in this po- 
sition until the expiration of thp char- 
ter, in 1SS5, when the present Old Na- 
tional bank was organized. 
He was 


elected its president, and 
had 
re- 


mained at. its head until Pecembpr 20. 
1304. having been for more than thirty 
yenra president, of the banking insti- 
tution* with which he was identified. 


Had Enthusiasm of Youth. 


Though mor<5 than 70 years of age 


when ho retired from active direc- 
tion of thp affairs of the Old Nation- 
al bank, Mr. Bond turned with un- 
bounded enthusiasm to the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the big piano 
factory of which he was at the heart, 
and In the past, two years he mndo a 
number of long trips In the Interest, 
of tbnt Institution. His activity was 
not measured by his years, for he 
kept alive the enthusiasm and inter- 
est of middle nge. and manifested 
the keenest delight, in his business 
nffnirs. 
But a few weeks ago in 


happy mood Mr. Bond remarked to 
tho writer: 


"I was in the banking business 


fifty-six years and never liked it a 
single day of the time I ivas in it. 
Now I am in a business that I. enjoy 
thoroughly, and I am entirely con- 
tented and happy in my work"—and 
ho hurried away to catch a car to 
carry him to tho big factory-on the 
south side. 


Other Business Interests. 


Though he retired from the bank 


presidency more than two years ago, 
Mr. Bond remained a director of the 
Institution. In the course o£ his long 


business career he had found time to 
give attention to many interests aside 
i'rom the banking business. He vras 
one of the incorporators of the Fori 
Wayne Organ company, which later 
iiccanio the Packard company, ^nd as- 
sociated with him in the early days 
were Judge L. M. Ninde. Charles D. 
Bond, Charles McCulioch, John H. 
Bass, Oscar Simons and others. 


He was one of iho men who con- 


tracted for the laying of the first 
block sirc-t-t paving in Fort Wayne, 
with Hon. William Fleming, Charles 
D. Bond and others. 
Another enter- 


prise with which Mr. Bond was identi- 
fied in former years was the Michigan 
Stone company, which owned exten- 
sive quarries along the old Jackson 
railroad in Southern Michigan, and 
from which, came the stone used in 
the 
construction of 
the 
postofnce 


building, the Old National bank build- 
ing, 
the I. O. 0. F. building, the 


Nathan 
Rothschild 
residence 
and 


other structures in Fort Wayne. 


Street Railway Owner. 


Mr. Bond was very closely identified 


with the first .street railway enterprise 
in Fort Wayne, and ho retained' his 
traction interests for many years. 
He was a director of the Citizens' 
Street Railway company, organized in 
1$71. and was marie vice president of 
the Fort Wayne Street Railroad com- 
pany when the old corporation v.-;>s 
re organized ia 1SS7. 


Throughout his long career as a cit- 


izen of Fort Wayne, Mr. Bond kept in 
close touch with public affairs and his 
interest in matters of this type was 
keen. 
In former years lie was espe- 


cially 
active 
in 
political 
circles, 


though he could never be persuaded 
to be a candidate for any office. 
His 


death removes one of the foremost 
pioneer figures of Fort Wayne busi- 
ness life, and it will occasion poig- 
nant sorrow in the hearts of thou- 
sands of friends who have known him 
closely and esteemed him highly for 
many years. 


His Family Life. 


Mr. Bond's home life was to an 


eminent 
degree 
congenial, devoted 


and happy. He was united in mar- 
riage January 1. 1SS2, to Miss Jessie 
M. Vermllyea. They were the parents 
of ten children, nine of whom, with 
the wife, survive. The children are 
Albert S.. Herbert W. and S. Charles 
Bond, who are associated with tho 
Packard company, Frank 
D. Bond, 


who is a representative of a southern 
lumber company. Ralph Bond, identi- 
fied with a Chicago lumber concern:

BACK TO GOD.

If the grent gathering of the teach- 


ers of America, which has just come 
to a close In Los Angeles, was dis- 
tinguished for one thing more than an- 
other, it was for the pronounced senti- 
ment woven throughout nil the discus- 
sions in favor of a return to the old- 
fashioned principle of retaining an ex- 
pression of belief In God and revealed 
religion in our public schools. For it 
is a fact that all reference to an all- 
wise Creator, of a hereafter and of a 
recognition of religion has been merci- 
lessly driven from our schools during 
the past generation. 


Of course, we delude ourselves with 


the notion that moral training still has 
n. foothold in the public educational 
Institutions of this country. 
An ef- 


fort is always made to teach the boys 
and girls to be truthful, virtuous and 
honest, but the mere mention of reli- 
gion has been and is still strictly 
tabooed. The laws of all the states en- 
force this rule. 


We have lately spent much time in 


discussing in rather a horrified man- 
ner the situation in France, where the 
schools have been evolving a race of 
sinister atheists. 
Yet we are most 


certainly traveling the same road our- 
selves. We have been stricken with 
the dangerous idea that, because the 
schools are supported by the public, 
the least suspicion of religious senti- 
ment being injected into the minds of 
the children Is unfair to that infintesi- 
mal portion of the people of America 
which is opposed to religion in any 
and all its forms. 


Fortunately, however, we have seen, 


before it is too late, what vicious re- 
sults this system is sure to lead to. 


j We see that it will result in a nation 
of people who will become godless 
and consequently, immoral. Once the 
belief in a Creator and in a hereafter 
where goodness is rewarded and wick- 
edness punished, is removed from the 
minds of youth, then youth drifts easi- 
ly and almost surely into immorality. 
This is the fact, and no man can suc- 
cessfully dispute it. 


The trouble has been right along 


that the various religious denomina- 
tions assumed an attitude of jealousy 
toward one another, carrying that jeal- 
ousy to such bitterness that the only 
thing left to do was to banish religion 
from the schools altogether. 
But the 


day of religious bigotry has now, hap- 
pily, quite passed away. The denomin- 
ations and the sects have ceased to 
"hate each other for the love of God."

lowder biscuit, a fluffy, melt-ln-your- 
mout.h roll, or cornbrend or gems thai 
ire not too crumbly.

wheat bread comes first a spreading 


f sweet butter applied with a light 
land. 
Then comes the heart, of the

Relishes for the Picnic Basket. 


Among the tasty relishes for the 


picnic basket are olives (opening the 
bottle and pouring off the liquor be- 
fore packing), pickles, salted peanuts, 
radishes (not forgetting to put in the 
salt, shaker'), popcorn, young onions 
for those who are specially fond of 
them and tomatoes. 


Sweets for Topping Off. 


Among the sweets best for topping 


off the luncheon are currant, tarts, car- 
rying shells and jelly separately and 
putting together before serving; ap- 
ple or berry turnovers, a glass of bar- 
lo-dtic or other jelly, chocolate find 
sponge cake,

Washington Pie. 


Here is a simple rule for an old 


fashioned cream cake, called in New 
England a. "Washington pie:" 


Beat two eggs with a scant cup su- 


gar; then add 
a cup 
and one-half 


flour, sifted several times over with a 
ieaspoonful cream of tartar, a half 
teaspoonful soda and a pinch of salt. 


Stir in gradually three tablespoon- 


fuls cold water and a little lemon 
juice and bake in two layers. 


When cold, spread with a custard j 


filling made in this way: 
Mix a large 


taiilespoonful 
cornstarch 
with 
two 


tablespoonfuls sugar, a pinch of salt 
and a beaten egg. 
Stir gradually info 


a pint of milk heated to the boiling 
point in a double boiler. 
When it 


thickens nicely, add the grated rind 
or" a lemon. 
Do not. add the juice. 


Spread this on top of one of the. cakes, 
cover with the other: dust, the top of 
the cake with powdered sugar and a 
little lemon juice. 
A chocolate, apple 


or orange filling may be used instead 
of the cream. 
To make the orange 


filling beat the whites of four eggs to 
a stiff froth. 
Beat in a. teacup pow- 


dered sugar and the grated yellow 
rind and juice of two oranges. Spread 
between and on top of the layers and 
set. in the warming closet or a coolish 
oven for a few moments. 


A lemon filling is also good when 


made in this way. 


Cook iu a double boiler, until thic.lv- 


encd. one cup sugar, one tablespoon- 
ful butter, the grated rind and juice 
of one lemon and a beaten egg.

each cup of drinking water, making 
it not only more refreshing, but serv-

is that of bee-keeping and it is espe- 
cially attractive from the fact that it 
is as open to women as to men. 


Having a 
refrigerator 
clean is a 


part of housekeeping 
to which too 


much attention cannot be given in 
summer. 
As the receptacle for the 


family food supply, the health of the 
household depends upon the ice box 
being hygienically kept, and it is as- 
tonishing how quickly such a place 
can become tainted if even one thing 
stored in it spoils. 


Few summer cottages have refrig- 


erators built into the house, and the 
portable variety requires closer anon- j 
lion than the stationary kind. 
For 


one thing, there is the drip pan. Be- 
cause of its constantly holding water 
a sediment will accumulate, making 
an odor, almost imperceptible some- 
times, that can penetrate to the food 
through the bottom of the refrigera- 
tor. To avoid this, the pan should be 
rinsed in strong, hot ammonia water 
at least twice a week. 


To thoroughly cleanse the whole 


receptacle at least once a week is i m - j 
perative. and 
this 
does 
not mean i 


merely wiping off the shelves with a 
wet cloth. That should be done every 
day in hot weather, hut a real clean- 
ing menus taking out all the food,, re- 
moving the shelves and washing with 
strong ammonia or other disinfectant 
in the water. 


Every refrigerator has a drain to 


carry off the melting ice. and none is 
alike. 
The same principle, however, 


applies to all; there is a trap usually 
just below the ice compartment, to •. 
catch dirt there and prevent, its clog-j 
ging the pipe lower down. This t r a p i 
disjoints or comes out easily so that 
cleaning is simplified. 


To proceed properly with the work 


of cleaning, all the food should be re- 
moved, and if meat or anything of the 
kind happens, to have been kept sev- 
eral days on one dish put it on a fresh 
plate, etc. This will help to keep it 
sweet, 
longer. 
Take 
out 
all 
the 


shelves if they can be removed. 


The ice compartment should he 


emptied, and there 
are 
usually a 


couple of under 
plates, as it were, 


sheets of tin or zinc in this. These, 
too, should be taken out and washed. 


When the place is empty, have a 


tea kettle filled with boiling water 
made very strong with ammonia, and 
slowly pour this down through the 
drain. 
This is most important 
and 


should be done oftener than once a 
week to prevent, stoppage. 
If there is 


any obstruction in the pipe the water 
may not go through, though as a rule 
it will make its way, grease being the 


usual obstacle, which boiling watei 
melts. 


After 
the 
water 
has 
all 
gone 


through, or if there is a stoppage, re- 
move the trap and wash lhat again 
under hot water. 
Get rid of the ob- 


struction if there is one, and be sure 
that, the whole drain is sweet and free 
when work on it is finished. 


Then with a pan of hot, water and 


a cloth with'plenty of soap wash the 
whole inside of the refrigerator, wipe 
with a dry cloth, and let it stay open 
a few moments to dry thoroughly and 
avoid mildew. All this work should 
be done as quickly as possible that 
the cold air stored may not be entire- 
ly lost. 


The shelves are put into the sink 


and washed there, dried and put into 
the air a few minutes before being 
replaced. 


In the ice compartment only milk, 


cream and butter should be kept, and 
all should be tightly closed. A small 
stone crock is best for the butter, fill- 
ing it each day or every other day 
from the main supply. 


To keep a lump of charcoal in each 


compartment, of the refrigerator, re- 
newing it every week, is a simple and 
excellent way of disinfecting. 


MOTHERS AS FRIENDS. 


A mother should endeavor to re- 


main as young in disposition as her 
children. When they are .infants she 
usually does make herself childlike in 
her ways in order to amuse them, but 
as soon as they are able to play their 
own games she is apt to let them go 
by themselves and drift away from 
her.

Built Like a Scow. 


Lying in the shadow of the yacht 


Reliance, oft Jacob's shipyard, on Long 
Island Sound, is the little craft that 
appears to experts more of a discov- 
ery than an invention. 
This gliding 


craft, as Mr. Cooper Hewitt calls his 
vessel, Is scow built, 27 feet over all, 
with a 4% f°°t bean and carrying an 
eight cylinder gasoline motor. 
The 


craft, casually inspected, is no more 
suggestive of almost incredible speed 
than is a freight ferry. 


But only a few days ago one of the 


foremost of French engineers, a man 
whose word carries the greatest of 


weight in such matters all over the 
world, after watching the surprising 
performances of the gliding craft, said 
to Mr. Cooper Hewitt: 


"Your invention means New York 


I have 
shot at this target. You have hit the 
bull's-eye. 


Like many other inventors who 


have been successful with their ideas, 
Mr. Cooper Hewitt set out for one 
destination and arrived at another. 
He started to build a flying machine 
and invented a marvellous

He says he intends to build

This'device that looks like a scow 


and flies over the water has a hull of 
mahogany. It is very shallow, merely 
a shell to carry the machinery when 
the craft is not moving. Mr. Hewitt's 
original plan called for two long, hol- 
low air tanks mounted on a frame, 
catamaran fashion, but he found ex- 
perimentation simpler with.the shal- 
low shell. 


A strong steel frame, similar to that 


of an automob-'^. wtends over the 
sides of the shell and ?.cross either 
end. the cross sections of the frame 
being equidistant from their respec- 
tive ends of the craft. 


Details of Construction.

Raleigh that evening to enforce tho 
writ. 


Governor 
Glenn 
declared 
Judge 


Pritchard's act as "high handed and 
despotic," saying that Judge Pritch- 
ard had not hold the rate law uncon- 
stitutional, but had suspended its en- 
forcement until ha could determine 
the question by evidence, and there- 
fore he could not prevent the state 
courts from 
proceeding 
under the 


law, 
regularly passed, and that he 


would use armed force if necessary 
to prevent taking the prisoner from 
the state court, which then was trying 
him.

Reynolds issued warrants for the ar- 
rest of J. H. Wood and R. H. Gra- 
ham, ticket agents here, for violat- 
ing the rate law, and their counsel 
secured a continuance, in the mean- 
time securing writs of habeas corpus 
from Judge Pritchard, intending to 
make a test case here.

David who served his 


AGAINST KING ALCOHOL. 


How Physicians Are Acting as Tem- 


perance Reformers. 


Tie Korth Carolina state board of 


medical examiners has recently decid- 
ed to withdraw the license to practice 
medicine in that state oJ any physi- 
cian whose addiction to alcohol 
or 


drugs has unfitted him to properly 
practice. The circuit court of Nebras- 
ka also, has lately sustained the state 
board of health in a like measure In 
Its power to de-licsnse physicians fail- 
Ing to properly perform their 
duty 


from this cause. 


Dr. T. D. Crothers, superintendent 


of the Walnut. Lodge hospital, Hart- 
ford, Conn., notes the above facts in 
his "Journal of Inebriety." and goes 
on to say: 


"Every physician should be a tem- 


perance reformer in the broad sense, 
and a teacher and leader in the study 
of these problems in every commun- 
ity. Inebriety from alcohol and the 
gale of spirits as a beverage, is a sani- 
tary problem of 
ennrmous 
propor- 


tions, which the medical man of all 
others is trained to study. 


''The medical man who would be In- 


different to diphtheria, yellow fever or 
any other contagious disease, and. as- 
sume an attitude of indifference to 
efforts to prevent 
these 
diseases, 


•would merit thd severest condemna- 
tion. 
There !a'~no disease of 
evil 


i -whose ontailment of physical suffer- 
ing and mortality is so great, and so 
Intimfctrtly related to the home 
of 


«v*;ry community, as 
the 
alcohol 


problem. 
There is no physical con- 


'uition so influential in the growth 
,and life of civilization which, a med- 
ical man is so well trained to uader- 
stand and to prevent. 


"The medical man of all 
others, 


should be a total abstainer, and a 
temperance man in the broadest 
meaning of this term, one whose per- 
sonal life and conduct approximates 
and sustains his work and teaching. 
Of all men, physicians should be the 
leaders in temperance work, to un- 
derstand the evils which follow from 
alcohol, and point out their destruc- 
tive influence, and the means of pre- 
vention and cure." 


Dr. Crothers further 
supplements 


his own views on the subject by simi- 
lar statements of eminent European 
specialists, and in conclusion, ex- 
presses confidence that the final solu- 
tion of the alcoholic problem will be 
achieved when the profession take 
it up as a purely medical subject

And when they had thus resolved they 
gladly brought their rings and brace- 
lets of gold to Aaron with the request 
that he should make for them a gold- 
en calf. If Aaron had been as strong 
a character as Moses, he would have 
Quicly rebuked the people for such 


deities. 
In Egyptian railway trains 


one may see Mohammedans throw 
their prayer ruga in the aisle, and, 
facing toward Mecca, offer prayers 
that are manifestly no more spiritual 
than the wearing of charms. It is yet 
more surprising to find in Italy and 
Spain, and even in the United States, 
people kneeling to the crucifix.

he had sent to an exhibition a picture that opened 
the eyes of the scoffers. There were qualities iu it

the Elen of experience, the record of the tidal wave 
of ;;f.: that must have Bwi-pr over h::u to have so 
ocr-iK-d Ms eyes to the lives of others. One would 
giiess this an inland soul, set high and secure 
against breakers and stormy seas. 


ihirt.hermore., and somewhat to my chagrin, my 


amateur •psychologizing detected in Olaf no heroic 
outpouring of an absorbing passion for his wife. 
She was present while I remained. 
Insignificant 


shy was, almost, and unobtrusive quite, 
What 


made her more than a negligible quantity 
was 


her own devoted admiration. 


"I hate doing these official portraits, but when 


General Laedon asked me to do you I couldn't 
very well refuse," he remarked. 
Churlish as tho 


words sounded, they were entirely devoid of in- 
tentional offense. 
But Esther hurried to antici- 


pate my possible misunderstanding of her hus- 
band. 


"Oh, but this will be something more than 


merely 'official,' " she reassured me. 
"Won't it, 


Olaf?" 


I smiled mv disregard of Olaf's unintentional 


for he calmly and unconsciously appropriated the 
suggestion as if It were his own idea. 


Sixoh trifling incidents as this, attending my 


further acquaintance with the happy and absorbed 
couple, constantly whetted my interest in the prob- 
lem they presented, in my zeal for studying the 
painter i "almost forgot the portrait—which; by 
the way. when completed, was pronounced notably 
successful. 
I had. as I say, watched its growth 


rather carelessly; yet I had oberved that subtle 
changes came on it from one sitting to another. 
Slight as these changes were, they were unmis- 
takable often startling, although I set thorn down 
In large part to my own fancy. 
Olaf's offhand 


statement That when he- was painting a portrait ha 
was completely in the grip of the subject, that he 
worked and studied over it Incessantly, in the ab- 
sence as we!! as in the presence of the model, act- 
ually left something still to be accounted for. 
Nevertheless I accepted it for the time, for I was 
blind, ignorant as I was, and am, of the mysteries 
of tho painter's art. 


I had opportunity to observe more closely tho 


workings of this "method" when, soon after, I 
attended to tho studio a relative whoso portrait 
Olaf, thanks to his success with my own features, 
was to paint. 
-My aunt was a woman of rigorous 


intellect, of great decision under a gentle demean- 
or. I fancied at first that Olaf was misled by her 
mild manner as to her character; and she in turn 
frankly confessed that she found him devoid of 
ideas and rather complacently stupid. 
Indeed, 


she pronounced the colorless little wife a more in- 
fH'ir.uhig companion—but that might have been 
accounted for by the fact that Esther Jansen de- 
veloped, under my aunt's encouragement, a palpa- 
ble admiration for the older woman. In tho inter- 
vals of the periods actually devoted to the object of 
her presence my aunt held Esther in subdued, in- 
timate talk, while I engaged Olaf in conversation 
or studied his work. 
And as I attended thus 


closeiy to the growth of the portrait I noted mora 
plainly the evidences of the painter's activity in 
the. absence of his subject. 
Watching thus the 


progress of the work from the first "sketching in" 
of the outlines, the first rough indications of the 
"values." to the finished canvas, I saw como into 
tha kind face the almost imperceptible lines and 
shrdows that told so well to one who knew her 
the story of my auat's gentle firmness. But not once 
did I surprise the brush stroke that gave the life- 
touch to the inert figure; I satv thege creative, vi- 
talizing additions not at the end but at the be- 
•ginning of each sitting. 


Gradually 
the 
poss had

changes; the background and decorative ideas 
were not the s?.me; above all, the entire compos- 
ure had been transposed to another "key," in the 
painter's phrase. The result showed no uncertainty 
or Jack of harmony; everything was as bold, as 
sure and masterful as any work he had ever done. 
Even ray aunt, with her clear-eyed vision of men, 
was won to concede a tardy recognition of a 


quality of preccption—perhaps of intuition—in 


Olaf which her first judgment had denied him. 


Moreover, she more than once told me that the 


neutrc! little New England woman was e. rare fine 
creature—too fine and rare for the understanding 
of us coarser beings with our rough measuring 
tools. 
On this point I felt myself competent to 


carrv on an Investigation, an opportunity for 
which I should have welcomed; but it was placed 
beyond my reach just thon by the departure of 
Olaf aiul hie wife for their summer holiday. 
The 


condition of Esther's health had for some time 
been a cause of an::iety, and it was with a 
view to its Improvement and the arresting of cer- 
tain alarrr.ir.g symptoms that they had gone to 
some place in the far West. 


Although I knew this, I was nevertheless totally 


unprepared for the brief despatch which I re- 
cslvc-d from Olaf about two months later, announc. 
ing the death o" his wife. 
I learned in time that 


she hail faded away quietly, painlessly, swiftly, as 
is so cfter the case with the remnants of these 
older Nov.- England families, In which stamina has 
been sacrificed to the over-refining of tho race. 
She was (he last of her family. 


Still, after tho momentary shock I had felt at 


learning cf Olaf's bereavement, I reflected that 
after all it was iiot an irreparable calamity. Ho 
had been fond of her, no doubt, but a man of his 
ago always recovers from such sorrows. 


At last one d.\y, in prowling about the studio, I 


discovered the only canvas he had brought back 
with him from the West. 
It was a half-finished 


portrait of Esther. 
Ho met my eye with some 


coniurfon, I thought, as I looked at him Snqulr-

The more open-minded even conceded that 


he might in time become, a portrait painter after ail. 


The lingering doubt expressed in this concess- 


ion was dissipated the next year, whan he lock the 
Webster prize with his "Portrait, of an Actress." 
That picture was the most brilliant success of Us 
year. 


This and other pictures that soon followed fairly 


launched the painter on what promised to be a 
brilliant career. And his old friends marveled at 
the gift that seemed to have fallen on him from 
the gods. 
Then someone, to account- for it, ad- 


vanced a theory so obvious, so plainly dovetailed 
with the facts, that It was quickly accepted as 
conclusive in the little circle where these affairs 
are (fgcussed and settled. 
Olaf Jansen had fallen 


In love, had married. That climatic change, ma- 
terial and spiritual, had been coincident with the 
accession of new powers. 
The special object of 


Olaf's worship mattered less than tha' the worship 
was devout: it was enough to have entered the 
temple to receive the god's benison. 


Such sentimentalizing over truths that we are 


un:;:-a."!o;:f,ness in my delight at having, as I be- 
lieved, so quickly seized the situation. It was in- 
deed as far as I was to gel that day. We talked, 
while Esther sat quietly by, of unimportant things, 
discussing 
and 
arranging 
the 
timo 
for 
my 


sittings. 
At the first of these I made ths 


further discovery that Esther- Jansen was dumb 
oniy so long as her husband's art was in abey- 
ance. At a word touching the portrait the look of 
anxious responsibility settled in her eyes, and her 
voice wns an index to poir.t the world's homage to 
its proper object. There was a passing question 
of thu pose I was to assume. 
Instantly sho was 


attention. 


"Yes, I think that is right—isn't it, Olaf?" she 


pronounced. "There, the hand a little further to 
the right, and the face turned moro so that tho 
shadow of the hair falls free of the eyes. That's 
it." 


It did not escape me that in spite of her pre- 


tense of approval and aprreornent with the paintar 
her sngsestion wns directly contrary to what he had 
proposed. Olaf himself seemed not to roalize this, 


"Glaf," I said, for his extraordinary manner 


made me nneasy, "you're not yourself. 
What in 


the wcrld do you mean?" 


Then, still sitting sunk in his chair, he began to 


tell me.

She tried to tell me just how she wanted it—tried 
to tell me the very brush strokes.

I never saw the portrait of the Honorable Mar- 


tin Flaherty, though it was finished early that 
winter and exhibited. I was away from New York 
at IV.e time. As soon ar, I returned I received a 
note, from Olaf Janscn bcjjinsj me to come to his 
studio, for he iv---c<2od my moral support. 


"For God's snke coma!" it ran. 
"I've got to 


see soir.fono. and you're the only one I dare talk 
to."

I found him alone, sitting at a table with a big 


bottle of whiskey and a glass before him.
